Winnipeg, Fob, 29,—Track-laying on 
the G. T. P. between Portage and 
Saskatoon, which was suspended on 
February 10th, owing to weather con- 
ditions, is to be resumed next week 
and continued if the weather permits 
until the remaining sixty-five miles 
are completed, ‘Ballasting will then 
be taken in hand, and the work push- 
ed with all possible speed. 

An order has been given to the G 
T, P, labor agency for two gangs of 
140 each, one to be sent to Nutana 
near Saskatoon, to go cast from there 
to the end of the track, and the cther 
to be sent to Portage to be forwarded 
to the end of the track west some 
340 miles, 

About April Ist the force is to be 
increased to about 600, and later to 
1,00 o: 1,600, all of whom will be 
engaged in ballasting and surfacing, 
Work on the Lake Superior branch 
will be resumed when the season 
opens, and a force of some 400 will 
be engaged in the same kind of work

ROY CHARGED WITH MURDER. 


Outcome of Duel Between Him and 
Glacia Calla's Brother, 


Portsmouth, N.H., Feb. 28.—Pro- 
recuting Attorney Chas, H. Batcheller 
and States Attorney Edward C, East- 
man went to Concord to-day and plac- 
ed in Governor Chas.

Carkings was anything except a son 
ot Mrs, Kelly, and a brother of Gla- 
cia. The statement by Mrs. Roy, 
which was cabled to Paris, saying 
that the shooting was due to jealousy 
between Paul and her brother George 
he termed as monstrous and horrible. 
“The account I gave of the shooting,’ 
he said, ‘‘is exact in every detail. My 
counsel advised me this morning not 
to discuss the matter, Glacia’s alle- 
gation that I shot George in the back 
jis infamous, Each of us fired five 
shots, and until I reached Mre. Kel 
ly’s,I did not know George was even 
wounded,”

Getting away from what may be 
called the good waters one comes to 
the slough water, well water, and 
even the streams in certain localities, 
which are highly charged with salts, 
such as sulphate of lime magnesium 
salt and sometimes ordinary table 
salt, The deep well water in parts of 
the city is so brackish that stock will 
not drink it, but yet there is not 
enough to make it pay to evaporize it 
in order to extract the salt, 

At this time of year comparatively 
little water is sent for angdysis, but on 
the whole the laboratory does a great 
deal of work in this line for _ both

Valuable Clays of the Province, 

Mineralogy, as has been hinted, is 
not outside the scope of Dr, Revell’s 
activities, Soon a number of clays 
will be analyzed, aud in the province 
brick clay, fire clay, potter's clay and 
even China clay, or kaolin; of good 
quality, and in some districts in im- 
mense quantities, have been found 
Sufficient specimens have come in to 
show that the deposits are widely dis- 
tributed, but the utilization ef claye 
must wait the development of — the 
country. ‘To get the best qua ity of 
clay in this distriet it will be ‘neces 
sary to go to a depth of perhaps ten 
feet, That this matter of clays is 
arousing the interest of business men 
is shown by ‘the increasing number 
of specimens sent to the laboratory for 
report. Interesting sets of specimens 
has been obtained which show the 
character of the clays at different 
depths, including fire clay, potters’ 
clay and kaolin, and also a sand, that 
if it does not make giass, will be use- 
ful in the making of china, The tests 
to which these clays are submitted 
are of a very practical character, go- 
ing as far as the actual making of 
bricks, tiny specimens which are suf- 
ficient Yo demonstrate the quality of 
the clay, On the commercial side the 
laboratory is justifying its existence.
